the Parliament House,\in fact everywhere. We may not be able to cover details of all 
fields but will certainly give you a ‘touch and Go" feeling. 

The study is systematic, step by step, from the known to the unknown, from the’ 
particular to the general, We do not jump from one field to another haphazardly. Our 
approach is topical, with short introductions to arouse your interest in a particular field. 
We may come back to the same field again in the higher ladder to provide you more 
knowledge in that particular field. It is only at a later stage that you will have ‘Mixed Bags' 
for quicker thinking and quicker response. 

You will notice that the series has innumerable illustrations because we strongly 
believe that in such books pictures should do most of the work. The series is intended to 
be an exhibition of the wonderful show that the World has in store for you. 

We hope you will be earnest in your approach and take it easy, in a non-formal and 
playful manner. You should be able to answer about fifty per cent of the questions on 
your own; for another twenty-five percent you have to make some effort; and for the rest 
twenty-five per cent you may have to run about, seek information from your parents and 
teachers or look up reference books in the library. Sincere efforts will pay a good 
dividend. There will be no fun indeed, if you could straight-away answer all questions.
